Re: Serious Concerns Regarding Mishandling of Private Data, Security Risks, Harassment, and 
Policy Violations 


Wikimedia Foundation, Inc., 


I'm writing to bring your attention to several disturbing incidents that have occurred with my 
account, User:9t5, on English Wikipedia, where I contribute(d). Over the past month, I've 


experienced a series of actions that breach not only my privacy but also established Wikipedia 
policies. These actions have caused me distress, and I'm asking for your urgent intervention to bring 
about resolution. 


Recently, I have discovered that an administrator accessed my private data through the CheckUser tool 
without a legitimate reason for doing so. There was no sockpuppet investigation or any legitimate 
cause to access my IP address and private data. The CheckUser tool is only to be used in situations 
where investigation can only be concussive if it is checked. Admins were attempting to (and 
successful did — in violation of the blocking policy) block me for a personal essay I wrote that was 
already deleted and they forced to be undeleted in order to retroactively punish me for allegation of AI 
use to write the essay. THIS was the reason an admin apparent decided it was appropriate to access my 
sensitive data. I have only just come to discover this weeks later because my boyfriend’s talk page 
notice on it stating that the account was blocked due to having similar network information as another 
blocked account. My boyfriend and I are both teachers and we both edited completely separate articles 
on Wikipedia. There was no suspicion of sock puppetry because me and my boyfriend don’t interact 
on the platform. Also, there was no official sock puppet investigation listed as admins are supposed to 
do. Instead, an admin without any cause or any reason at all .. just decided to access my sensitive 
identifying data and then plug it in and see if anyone else came up to block. My boyfriend and I live 
together and have a desktop computer and a shared iPad. account being blocked because we share the 
same IP. Despite the fact that we use our accounts for entirely different purposes, this misuse of the 
CheckUser tool has caused unnecessary anxiety and concern for our security. This kind of behavior 
violates Wikimedia's policies and must be addressed immediately. 


This all following alarming harassment of me and completely policy-denying 
abuse of power by your admins. Who willfully disregarded your projects policy 
several times in order to silence me permanently for calling out their bad behavior. 
I am facing you because my emails weren’t going through. 


Wikipedia blocking policy 


An indefinite block is a block that does not have a definite (or fixed) duration. Indefinite 
blocks are usually applied when there is significant disruption or threats of disruption, or 
major breaches of policy. In such cases, an open-ended (indefinite) block may be 
appropriate to prevent further problems until the matter can be resolved by discussion.

Someone at Wikipedia abused the check user tool and looked at my private data without justification. 
There was a discussion about blocking me because of alleged use of AI on an already deleted personal 
essay. Why did my boyfriend just tell me that his Wikipedia also has now been blocked from use? He 
seldom uses it so we didn't even just realize this until now. We live together and have a desktop 
computer and share an iPad. Someone checked my private data and plugged it in to find other users 
who operated under the same IP. 


My boyfriend and I didn't even edit the same stuff as each other. We're both teachers and he is into 
editing things regarding education whereas I edit things regarding pop culture and NYC activism. 


There was absolutely no sockpuppet investigation initiated because there was absolutely no reason to 
initiate one. Why did someone look at private data like that because of a discussion on whether or not 
to block my account because of a personal essay I wrote that was already deleted and needed to be 
undeleted in order for them to decide to block me (an action that was already in violation of Wikipedia 
blocking policy)? 


That's not just a Wikipedia policy violation that's mishandling private data. That's incredibly dicey to 
do -- on a real world level not a Wikipedia one. 


I respectfully am asking who it was that used the check user tool to view my personal private data 
without cause? I would very much so appreciate that information. And I respectfully am asking at this 
juncture that their admin rights be revoked. Because that's definitely some legal grey area right there, 
and if they did it once they've done it many times. I would hope that protecting user data is of the 
utmost priority at Wikipedia. 


As long as the admin who did that is reprimanded and removed in order to protect other users from 
having their private data so carelessly handled, then I am okay forgiving it and I am asking again for 
a courtesy vanish because I feel extremely uncomfortable the amount of mishandling of the situation 
happened with me and now knowing they were snooping on private data without cause has me 
genuinely concerned for my security.

I took a good amount of time to calm down regarding the situation. I wanted to clear my head of all of the 
upset over it before I said anything else. 


There is one ultimately undeniable truth which is that the blocking of me was a violation of the blocking 
policy. 


I was blocked after users undeleted an already deleted personal essay I had written, they accused it of 
being written using AI and then they voted to block me indefinitely. The blocking policy specifically states 
that you are not supposed to reopen an already concluded situation in order to justify a block. The users 
who voted on my blocking requested for the *personal essay* that was deleted already to be undeleted 
not once.. but twice.. because the first time the requests was denied and the admin who denied it 
specifically stated you are not supposed to do that.. they then found another admin who was willing to 
undelete it and then THAT is what they voted to block me regarding. 


Blocks as per the Wikipedia policy are ONLY to be used when necessary to stop a currently disruptive 
situation, never as a means of punishment and never to rehash already concluded situations. 


What grounds, according to the Wikipedia policy does my blocking even stand on? It violated every single 
part of it. 


Wikipedia policy ALSO says that in the event that a block was implemented in violation of the policy, that it 
should be removed from the user and that the time one must wait until the right to appeal is not 
applicable due to the block being incorrectly placed in violation of the policy. 


Nobody. Not a single person is able to explain to me a reason the account was blocked that is in line with 
blocking policy. 


So if you are seriously going to let a user who is only 3 years into editing, clearly loved the project very 
much and contributed, spent 3 years trying to learn how to edit to become a part of the community ... if 
you aren’t even going to hear me then I am asking at the very least for a courtesy vanish. Because I am 
hurt, appalled and disappointed in this community and I would like to not be associated with it in any way.

Blocking is different from banning, which is a formal retraction of editing privileges on all 
or part of Wikipedia. Blocks disable a user's ability to edit pages; bans do not. However, 
bans may be enforced by blocks; users who are subject to a total ban, or who breach the 
terms of a partial ban, will most likely be site-wide blocked to enforce the ban. 


Purpose and goals 


Blocks serve to protect the project from harm, and reduce likely future problems. Blocks 
may escalate in duration if problems recur. They are meted out not as retribution but to 
protect the project and other users from disruption and inappropriate conduct, and to 
deter any future possible repetitions of inappropriate conduct. Blocking is one of the most 
powerful tools that are entrusted to administrators, who should be familiar with the 
circumstances prior to intervening and are required to be able to justify any block that they 
issue. 


In general, once a matter has become "cold" and the risk of present disruption has clearly 
ended, reopening it by blocking retrospectively is usually not appropriate. In this situation, 
if an ongoing or serious concern persists, several dispute resolution processes exist to allow 
discussion and possible sanction of a user. 


Blocks can be appealed (see § Unblocking). Requests to be unblocked are also decided in 
light of prevention and deterrence. A user may be unblocked earlier if the user agrees to 
desist and appears to have learned from the matter, or if the situation was temporary and 
has now ended. Likewise, a user who has previously returned to inappropriate conduct 
after other unblocks may find their unblock request declined for deterrence reasons, to 
emphasize the importance of change and unacceptability of the conduct. 


Blocks should not be punitive

Blocks should not be used: 


1. to retaliate; 

2. to disparage; 

3. to punish; or 

4. if there is no current conduct issue of concern. 


= persistent posts of unreferenced, poorly or incorrectly referenced, or potentially 
defamatory information about living persons; or 


= an account appearing to have been compromised (as an emergency measure), i.e. 
there is some reason to believe the account is being used by someone other than the 
person who registered the account. 


When blocking in response to personal information disclosures or actions that place users 
in danger, consider notifying the Arbitration Committee by e-mail 
(arbcom-en@wikimedia.org) about the disclosure or danger, as well as contacting someone 
with oversight permissions to request deletion of the material in question. 


Disruption 


A user may be blocked when their conduct severely disrupts the project; that is, when their 
conduct is inconsistent with a civil, collegial atmosphere and interferes with the process of 
editors working together harmoniously to create an encyclopedia. A block for disruption 
may be necessary in response to: 


=» vandalism; 

= gross incivility; 

» harassment; 

=» spamming; 

= deliberately tripping the edit filter 

= breaching the policies or guidelines, especially sock puppetry; 

= attempts to coerce actions of editors through threats of actions outside the Wikipedia 
processes, whether onsite or offsite. 


Edit warring, especially breaches of the three-revert rule, often results in a block, either 
from the pages the user is disrupting or from the entire site.

Duration of blocks 


The purpose of blocking is prevention, not punishment. The duration of blocks should thus 
be related to the likelihood of a user repeating inappropriate behavior. Longer blocks for 
repeated and high levels of disruption are to reduce administrative burden; they are made 


under the presumption that such users are likely to cause frequent disruption or harm in 
future. Administrators should consider: 


the severity of the behavior; 
whether the user has engaged in that behavior before. 


Blocks on shared or dynamic IP addresses are typically shorter than blocks on registered 
accounts or static IP addresses made in otherwise similar circumstances, to limit side- 
effects on other users sharing that IP address. 


While the duration of a block should vary with the circumstances, there are some broad 
standards: 


incidents of disruptive behavior typically result in blocks of from a day to a few days, 
longer for persistent violations; 

accounts used exclusively for disruption may be blocked indefinitely without warning; 
protective blocks typically last as long as protection is necessary, often indefinitely.

An indefinite block is a block that does not have a definite (or fixed) duration. Indefinite 
blocks are usually applied when there is significant disruption or threats of disruption, or 
major breaches of policy. In such cases, an open-ended (indefinite) block may be 
appropriate to prevent further problems until the matter can be resolved by discussion. As 
with all blocks, it is not a punishment. It is designed to prevent further disruption, and the 
desired outcome is a commitment to observe Wikipedia's policies and guidelines, and to 
stop problematic conduct in the future. 


Indefinite does not mean "infinite" or "permanent"; it just means that no automatic 
expiration time (or duration) for the block has been set. An indefinitely blocked user may 
later be unblocked in appropriate circumstances. In particularly serious cases in which no 
administrator would be willing to lift the block, the user is effectively banned by the 
community. 


Given the seriousness of these issues, I respectfully request that the Wikimedia Foundation take the 
following steps: Investigate the misuse of the CheckUser tool in my case, and take appropriate action 
against those responsible for this privacy breach. Review the circumstances surrounding my block 
and lift it if it’s found to have been imposed unjustly. Provide assurances that such privacy violations 
and policy breaches will not be tolerated, and outline what steps will be taken to protect users' data 
and ensure they are treated fairly. 


I have been contributing to Wikipedia for three years, always in good faith, with the intent of 
supporting the community and helping to improve the platform. The events of the past week, 
however, have left me feeling disillusioned and concerned for my safety. I am asking for your 
immediate assistance to resolve these issues and to prevent any other user from having to go through 
what I’ve experienced.
